‘That this was the object of the 
measures of Government at that period, was 
notorious to every man in India, and was 
just as well known at Madras and Bombay, 
as it was here in Calcutta, 

CIn the. year 1809, the Government of 
Bombay, with a view to this object issurd an 
advertisement, intimating that Subscriptions 
would be received at the Î'reasury there to a 
new loan, he, at therate of Hight 
pert Cent per annum. And by a clause of this 
advertisement it was ab that the principal 
of the Notes of this loan wouid be regis barend 
and pevable at Bombay, according to priority 
of date and number, but with a power reserv. 
ed to the holders, to transfer tte same at any 
time to Bengal, and fo obtain in exchange for 
their Bombay pavpera Note of the Bengel 
Government, of the same tenor in all res. 
pects. This advertisement is not drawn up in 
a technical frem, nor is it to be technicall 
construed, 1 would not therefore take the 
word ‘tenor’ here, in the same strict sense, as 


_Àf we were considering an indictment. But tak. 


ing it in the fair and plain sense of the word, 
as the parties understood it obviously means, 
that on producing to the Preasurer here the 
necessary certificate from the proper Officer 
at Bombay, you will receivea Note ta the 
same effect, mutatis wmutandies,==that is, a 
Note for the same sum at a specified exchange, 
bearing the same date and the same rate of 
Interest. But what had happened, before 
this transfer was tempted by the Plaintiffs in 
the present cause? An advertisement had 
previously appeared in Bengal, intimeting 
that alt the Eight per Cent Notes of this Presi. 
deney would be paid off by a given day, whic 
was already past. This was published and 
well knowu at Borabay before the transfer in 
question was made or thoughtof,. An ad. 
vertisement also had appeared at Bombay, in. 
timating that the Goverament there wouid pay 
eff this very. Eight per Cent. loan on the 28ta 
of March. And oa the 27th, the day before 
his Note was to become payable, the hulder 
comes to demand a transfer of his paper to Ben. 
gal. Did he not know, that an advertisement 
had been already published at Calcutta, intie 
mating that the Notes of the Eight per Cent, 
lean there would be paid off on the 7e Fe 
ruary preceding? A principal house of 
bustuess, neeossarily dom with and in. 
terested in these matters, and having the Bom. 
bay Guactte, before him, could not be ignorant, 
that there was already an end ‘to ail Eight per 
Ceut paper in Bengal ; and, if they thought to 
obtain an Eight per Cent Note in exchange 
for their Bembay certificate, they must have 
expected to hold that which no man here huid 
— Well, the Plaintiff taking kis Certificate 
from the Bombay. Y'reasury, on the very day 
before that on which the loan was to be paid 
off, end he brings it here on this speculation. 
and Istill think, taat, 
after the publie notice given, the officer at 
Bombay might very properly have refased-to 
grant the certificate at all. “ft is true ‚ the ad 
vertisemeut says, that the holders of Notes in 
this loan shall beat liverty, af any time to 
exchange the same for Certificates entiuling 
them to Notes ef the same teiwror from the 
Bengal Goverament.

sustaiaed in « Court of Justice. Bat when 
tho Certificate comes to Calcutta, what is 
done? Does he carry it to the Preasury 
immediately? Does he uscit even as remite 
tance? (for, as the Curer Justice has observ. 
ed, it might perhaps have been a convenient 
and advantageous mode of remittance, if that 
was his object) No; he goes on with his 
speculation. For six months he keeps the 
certificate in his pocket ; and at length persents 
it to the proper Officer, to be exchangcd for 
an Eight per cent Note, not at the time 
when it might and ought to have been present. 
ed, but five months afterwards, when the 
half yearly Interest had nearly become payable, 
and after crores of six per Cent paper were 
upon the Register. No that by this device, 
these gentlemen at Bembay are ta be consider. 
ed kalders of Eight per Cent Government 
Securities, uatil those Crores shall be discharg- 
ed, though all the Bight per Cent loans of 
the Government have been paid off, and every 
other creditor of the Company receives only 
Six per Cent; and we, sitting in a Court a 
equity and conscience, are called upon to 
assist them, in the attainment of this object. 
To render this speculation successful, they 
must make out, tst, that they had a just and 
conscientious. right to make the transfer, as 
they did, on the day previous to that, on 
which all the 8 per Cents at Bombay were to 
be paid off; and 2diy, that they had: a right 
to have a new 8 per Cent Note issuel here 
and Begistered, not according to its original 
date of Sept. 1809, but according to ‘the 
time of their- requiring it to be issucd, in 


Sent. 1811. If we were sitting in a Court of 
Law, I should be of opinion against them on 
both points, and a portion. I therefore 
should refuse to assist them, on either, in a 
Court ef Equity. For the reasons already 
stated, they appear to me to have no fair and 
equitable claim, to make the transfer on the 
27th of March, 1811 ; and even if they had, 
the new Note, when issued, if Registered at 
all, vught, according to the regulations of 
this Goverament, adopted î in 1785 and refer. 
red to by all simälar securities, to have beea 
‘Registered accordiag to its original date at 
fmb: :y, and cons-quently before all the 6 
per Cunt securities now standing on the Re- 
gister here, which would wholly defeat the 
scheme of the Complainants and. others at 
Bombay. Butif they had strict legal right 
to atten their objeet, they ought, at all 
events to be left to their remedy vat Law, 
without any aid frema Court of Eqnity. 

<6 En my opinion, the Grovernmeut did the 
utmost which it was incumbent on them to 
do, when they oSered to pay the principal cf 
this Note in Bengal, with interest to the 28th 
of March, on which day the Interest was to 
have ceased at Bombay. They might, I 
think have refused to look at the paper at all, 
aud have sent the holders back with their 
certificates to Bombay. Having made the 
offer however, by. their answer, they are 
bound in equity to abide by it. And, it 
being therefore understood that the principal 
shalt. be paid here, with Interest to the 28th 
of March 1811, Eeconcur in thinking, that 
on their paying that principal aud interest,

Ït has been asseried, that the mode of 
warfare adopted by the Russians was the 
suggestion of Bernadotte ; but we under- 
stând this is incorrect, and that the plan 
acted upon hy the Russians was formed 
so far back as the month of June, 1811, 
at the particular: instance of the War 
Minister, after having proposed it for the 
opinion of the Emperor Alexander, upon 
the event of a rupture with Bonaparte, 
In consequence of the appreval oï his 
Imperial Majesty, it was determined, from 
this carly peried, to put the troops in 
motion towards the westera frontiers of the 
empire.=-fhe Commissariat uiderwent @ 
better organizatien.=-Dunaberg, Witeosk 
Pototsk, and Smolensko, were tortificd ; 
these circiumstaners prove a settled plan 
of operation, as far as thirteen or fourleen 
months ago, and of not passine their own 
froutiers, which it ts conccived may have 
its origin from historical experience, as 
one of the finest examples of the success 
of this plan is met with in the reign of the 
greatest Sovereign Hussia ever had, for 
Peter the Great executed it precisely in 
the same country which is the present 
theatre of war ; the borders of Lithuania, 
on the Banks of the Niemen, in tl. environs 
of Kewno, and of Grodto, in 1708, when 
Peter encountered Charles XI. who, 
after having reduced Poland and Sax- 
ony, and draincd trom the latter by heary 
& extraordinary contributions, all the spc- 
cie they possosse:l, proceeded to attack Rus- 
sia, threatening to march dircet to Moscow, 
and dethrone his rival. He led the greatest 
army Sweden ever had, having under him 
Generals of {he most renowned talents, 
besides immense treasure. He sought by 
every means to engage the Russians, but 
Peter-knew too well how to avoid a battle, 
when he was certain (rat the better Way 
to overcome his enemy, was to protract 
the war, and that drawing hin on to 
advance was depriving bim of bis depots, 
magazines, and every resoure.e (hot might 
come to him, thus avoiding battle, but 
retreating in the best order, breaking the 
roads, removing or destroying all provie 
sions, or forage, and herrassing the enemy 
with his light troops, wlio : ook all his con» 
voys. Charles, by this com uct, wasforced 
to give up his intention cf marching to 
Moscow, was indebted for h's safety to the 
treachery of Mazeppa, who revolted {rom 
his Sovereign, and Lavited Charles into the 
Ukraine, where he kad prepared maga- 
zinesfor him. These acquainted with the 
transactions of 1708, must remember the

Ladeslaus V. gave the Palatinete 
of Wilna to Radzivil, his favourites end 
the Emperor Maximilian the First gave 
the dipluma ef Prince of the Empire to 
Nicholas the Third, of Radzivil, Palatie 
nateot Wilna, out of whose family this 
Palatinate has scarcely ever gone. There 
is, perkaps, no country in tlie world where 
ene may live so cheap as in Lithuania. 
The butcher’s meat is remarkably fat and 
succulent, and the price of a sheep is not 
more than three or foar florins, (The flo- 
rin of Poland is tsvelve French sous.) The 
usual drink is mead, or sail beer, which 
costs two farthings tee not.

THE KING ©. DANIEL ISAAC EATON, 

The Arronnev-Gererar praved the 
judgment ef the Cour! against this defend. 
ant, who was found suikty tast ‘Ferm, of a 
libel upon the Christian Religion, i pub- 
hishing the third Part of Paire’s Age of 
Reason. " 

Èhe defendant put in an 1 lavit, fating 
that he published the libel without any evil 
mtentiou ; that although the libel was stated 
to be against the King’s Crown and dignity, 
he had been personally acquainted with his 
Majesty, and his Royal Brother the Iste 
Duke of York; and had received a per- 
ticular instance of the King's grace and 
favour, in his Majesty remittins an 
outlawry, under sentence of which the 
defendant laboured; that althouch the 
pamphiet was charged to he to the dishonor 
of Almishty God, he had coneeived it 
to be otherwise, as it contained several 
passages from which the power and 
benevolence of the Deity were deduced, as 
manifest in te works of the creation; tat 
the morality of the Holy Gospels was. 
threngkout the pamphlet treated as exe 
cellent, tut he had crroneously believed i 
to be the right-of all persons to discuss the 
authenticity of any passage in the Holy 
Scriptures, in concurrence with the practice 
of the ancient Fathers and ablest Divincss 
that he had beea bred in the Protestant. 
Religion, according to the rites of the 
Church of England, and kast never 
practised any others that he had perfect 
confidence În God's justice and mercy, 
and had always endeavoured to avoid all 
evil er le; to live in charity with all 
men, Ô i af vnjust, 
fraulu. af, or eracl actions: that he had 
lately imported a Soap from America, 
which was a specifie for the Scurvy, upon 
the sale of wich he endeavoured t» gain 
& maintenance, and had designed to desist 
from tbe publication ef political and antie 
christian pamphtets; that on a former 
occasion Government had seized and burnt 
28001. worth of books, and compelled hiua 
to pay 2301. for his furniture; that he was 
sixty years of age ; aflicted with a cough, 


san. 


and very inÂrm; and that he prayed the 


mercy of the Court, in pity to the errors 
and infirmities of human jadement. 

Mr. Prince Smirn then addresset the 
Court in mitigation of punishment. He 
did not deny the propriety of the law 
upon which the information was filed ; but 
all kuman laws were founded upon cire 
cumstauces, and changed with the influx 
of time, aud the character and manners of 
a people. Ifthey were not wholly abroe 
gated, they either ccased to be enfors 
ced at all, or were enforced wish lesssevee 
rity.

The question, then, 
for the Court, was how far they would en-
